Since 1943 when Juan Peron 
seized power, and took over in 


totalitarian fashion, including the | 


courts, silencing of Gainza Paz 
and La Prensa had been two of 
Peron’'s chief objectives. 

The constitution of Argentina 
fs copied.from that of the United 
States. It contains all the guar- 
antees of personal liberty and 
freedom found in our own Bill of 
Rights. 

Peron, who _ had favount the 
Nazis until the war turned 
against them, copied Hitler, 
Stalin and Mussolini. Their 
countries, too, had constitutions. 

Laws were passed. Peron had 
silenced the courts, and suspend- 
ed all civil rights. The laws are 
untested. Police take people to 
jail at any hour if they differ 
with the Peron policies. There is 
no bond, no habeas corpus— 
though the constitution § pro- 
vides for both. 

Slowly the newspapers were 
silenced. General taxes were 
adopted—but applied aqnly to 
those newspapers which were in 
opposition. Safety restrictions 
and building codes impossible of 
observance were adopted, but ap- 
plied only to those newspapers 
and businessmen who did not 
contribute money. and support 
to Peron.

The section dealing with world 
peace was an endorsement of the 
government’s. policy’ to rearm' 
without any specific endorsement 
of the speed or extent of the 


program that had been adopted.

’' American pride in our ##% a ME 
scientists in .the develop- 
ment of technical weapons 
~is well-founded. At that, 
however, we are still grop- 
ing and no fool-proof de- 
sign of push-button war- 
fare has been developed 
which can eliminate the 
blood, sweat and tears on 
the part of the people. 

With fanfare, the Air 
Force has announced its RUSSELL 
now famous Matador guided missile. Cynics 
say, however, that this is only a slight im- 
_provement over the V-1 weapon which the 
Germans developed during World War II. 
The famous V-2 type rockets we have 
tested are only a little better than their’ 
German prototypes of almost a decade ago. 


These cynics say, moreover, that the Amete« 


ican weapons are much more costly. 
Let us remember also that the most of — 
the Germans who developed these weapons 


are now behind the Iron Curtain, perform- 
ing similar duties for the Russians.

With all of our well-founded grounds 
for pride and satisfaction, the United 
States, and that means each of its indi- 
vidual citizehs, has a “tough row to hoe” 
for some years to come.

Forrestal Exposes Russian 


The Forrestal Diaries, running serially 
in The Constitution, deserve close study by 


every citizen. They reveal clearly that 
United States policy has never been one of 
softness to the Communists, but that So- 
viet relations with us have been a monot- 
onous repetition of broken Red promises, 
double-dealing, lying, and cheating. 

Returning from Yalta, Forrestal noted 
that President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Stettinius gave a glowing account of 
the results on March 138, 1945. Less than 
three weeks later, the Russians were al- 
ready welching on the agreements made 
there. On April 2, ten days before the 
President’s death, he had sent a strong 
message to Stalin citing the fact that Rus- 
sian activities were bringing close to the 
breaking point the co-operation born of 
War. 

At the same time, Averell Harriman 
was warning from Moscow that Russian 
policy was governed entirely by selfish 
interests. 

Roosevelt died on April 12, 1945, dur- 
ing the midst of an evolving policy toward

The Soviets’ diplomatic 
victories have been largely military vic- 
tories. 

Forrestal, who gave his life to the 
struggle to contain the Russians, has fur- 
nished a most illuminating insight into the 
manner in which the battle was fought.

purpose, of course, is to prevent release of in- 
formation that would endanger our national se- 
curity, which is valid. It is a fact, too, that such 
information goes into channels leading into de- 
partments and agencies other than the Defense 
and State departments. And this is the reason 
given for blanketing all of the government. 


No newspaper wants to publish anything that 
would jeopardize our national security, and proof 


lies in the fine spirit of co-operation of the news-— 


papers under the World War II voluntary censor- 
ship.» But any reporter here knows how the 
broa@bdiscretion in the new order could be in- 
terpreted to suppress and cover up information 
that has no relation to national security and to 
which the public is entitled. That has happened 
in the past. 


This danger; in fact, was frankly recog- 
nized by President Truman, who stressed 
that the new regulations “must not be used 
to withhold nonsecurity information or to 
cover up mistakes by any official or em- 
ploye of the government.” . 


Any political administration, of whatever 
party, is always seeking to protect itself. No 
better example is offered than President Tru- 
man’s own excessively protective attitude in de- 
fending officials of his administration who have 
infringed the proprieties at least, if not worse, as 
revealed by congressional investigations. This 
defensive attitude extends naturally on down 
through the ranks of officials, most of whom are 
political appointees, even, when it is not encour- 
aged at the top as President Truman has en- 
couraged it. 

Nor is there any better example of the danger 
of a restrictive information policy than what has 
happened in the RFC. For years that mammoth 
loan agency operated under a very restrictive, if 
not actually secretive, information policy and 
now the whole nauseous and smelly mess boils up 
to public view. It is significant that the first 
act of the new. administrator, W. Stuart Syming- 
ton, was to order publication of loans and all 
facts concerning them. Done long ago, 
might have averted the current scandal. 

National emergencies can be exploited to con- 
ceal information about government business, as 
was the case in the last war. President Truman 
himself has a personal knowledge of that. Then, 
as Senator Pruman of Missouri, chairman of the 
Senate War Investigating Committee, he had to

blast away at various agencies, including the 
RFC, the then War and Navy departments, and 
the War Production Board, to pfy out for the 
public facts about derelictions and inadequacies 
in the war program, unwise loans, wasteful ex- 
penditures, fraudulent contracts. 

We are in almost as big a program ‘now, in- 
volving $60 billions of the taxpayers’ money. 
Their interest cannot.be endangered by any in- 
terpretation of the executive -order that uses 
“military secrets” as an excuse to conceal infor- 
mation that does not involve “military secrets,” 
but does involve the citizen, his tax contribution, 
and its wise expenditure without graft and with 
as little waste as possible. 

Another danger of such an information policy 
as that now prescribed is the strong influence 
that the military arm of government will have 
upon it by its very nature. Any newspaperman. 
who covered this city during the war, or any of 
the war areas, can testify as to the silly extremes 
to which censorship was carried by the military 
authorities.

gress was called upon Sunday by 


the Citizens’ Committee for the! 


Hoover Report to remain in ses- 
sion until “substantial action” can 
be taken on recommendations of 
the Commission on Organization 
of the Executive Branch of the 
.Government (Hoover Commis- 
sion). 

Dr. Robert L. Johnson, national 
chairman of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, submitted letters to Vice 
President Barkley and Sam Ray- 
burn, Speaker of the House, out- 
lining eight specifié legislative 
moves for immediate action. 

Earlier this month, Johnson 
called on President Truman to 
give a “profound new impetus” to 
the Commission’s program. At 
that time he praised the work al- 
ready done, but expressed disap- 
pointment over failure of further 
enactment this year of the Com- 
mission’s recommendations. 
CONTRAST NOTED 

A sharp contrast was noted 
Sunday by Johnson in the current 
Congress and its predecessor. The 
present Congress, he declared, 
“confronts the public almost 
empty-handed in terms 6f real or- 
ganization results.” 


“The Administration’s 1951 rec-' 


ord has been as disappointing as 
that of Congress,’ Johnson as- 
sérted. “President Truman made 
a strong start in 1949 and 1950 
with the submission of 34 re- 
Organization plans. In the. cur- 
rent yvear, however, the Prefident 
has submitted only one such plan, 
for reorganization of the Recon- 
struction ‘Finance Corporation. 
This the Congress adopted,” he 
added.

Why Middle Age Fat Remains 
Fixed—For a Time 


One hefty argumént this dieti- 
tian bumps up against is the fa- 
vorite: “I gradually put on 20 
pounds over the years, but now 
the pointer on the scales never 
changes, regardless of what I eat, 
so I guess this weight, while a 
little high, is about normal for 
me.” 

Are yourinclined to take that 
philosophical attitude toward 
avoirdupois? The reason your, 
‘weight doesn’t change is simply) 
that the amount of food you now 
enjoy maintains that weight. But 
this doesn’t make the ~- added 
pounds healthful or desirable. 
Weight is only as steady as liv- 
ing habits and food habits. Any 
food eaten above your ° present 
energy needs will be turned into 
fat. However, since the added 
pounds entitle you to eat a little 
more in order to maintain the. 
new weight, it’s easy to get :the 
notion that you can eat anything 
now—without gaining. 

But let’s go back a bit, to the 
time you first started to put on 
weight, probably between 30 and 
40. In the comfortable middle 
years, the children. are ‘grown, 
and there is more time for so- 
cial activities, with accompanying 
refreshments. About this same 
time, the metabolic processes slow 
down -and a little nourishment 
goes a long way. So less food is 
needed just about the time you 
start eating a little more. But 
since most of your friends in the 
same age bracket are’ gaining too, 
it seems perfectly natural. 

In a settled routine, weight 
tends to stay about the same. You 
have small flurries at dieting, but 
nothing comes of it. After three 
or-four days you decide it’s too 
much bother and slip back, think- 
ing this is your ‘fixed” weight. 

Then a series of parties comes 
along, your daughter marries, 
your son comes home from col- 
lege, or something happens to 
change the regular routine. This 
may be a happy event or some- 
thing upsetting, but if for any 
reason you eat more for a time, 
Your weight will jump up. Then 
it takes this increased amount of 
food to satisfy, and your weight 
stays at this new high level, 


The increased appetite’is caused 
by habit, not by stepped-up re- 
quirements, and that is the way 
pounds pile on. But going on and 
off a diet is not the solution. The 
only permanent solution lies in a 
change of food habits. When the 
daily food pattern balances’ the 
food requirement, weight remains 
steady. Cut calories to stay under 
your needs for a time and the 
extra pounds will gradually be 
turned into energy. In the mean- 
time, new food habits are estab- 
lished. This is the greatest favor 
you can do your health 
ask your doctor.

Cooking for Two 


Needs Good Planning 
To Avoid Waste

One of the most recurring requests for help comes from readers 
who are trying to cope with the problem of meals for two. Some 
complain that their meals lack variety. Another problem is time, 
especially among working mothers and career girls. And always 
there comes the question of how to avoid food waste. 


BRIDES PROBABLY COMPLAIN most about variety in the 
dishes they serve. Sometimes the trouble is that they or their 
husbands have food dislikes and the solution may be a slow re- 
education to these foods in new and tempting dishes. Many men 
say they don’t like certain foods when actually they don’t know 
for they haven’t eaten them for so long. (Anyway someone told 
me the other day that our tastes thange every seven years.) I 
suspect, too, that some brides do not have much imagination when 
it comes to cooking. Grocery stores are simply, bulging with variety 


for everyone’s menu. 


THOSE WHOSE PROBLEM is time should plan meals around 
these foods: Canned and glassed foods ready to serve or heat: pack- 


‘aged puddings and basic mixes from which many other dishes can 


be made. Lots of fresh meats, frozen cooked dishes, and fresh 
fruits and vegetables also take only a short time to prepare. Not 
to be overlooked is the use of time-saving equipment—pressure 
cookers, waffle irons, automatic coffee makers, electric grills, 


blenders and toasters.

up poultry, small cans of fish and fresh or frozen filets. As a 
general rule one pound of fresh vegetables will make 3 to 4 servings 
as will one box of the frozen ones. 


TO HELP AVOID FOOD WASTE divide the recipes for four. 
Do not make the entire recipe then worry about what to do with 
what is left. Just don’t cook so much to begin with..Another sug- 
gestion is to make use of all leftovers, whether planned or not. 
A quick check of the refrigerator and cupboard each night helps 
to prevent. holding food too long. Make a special effort to learn 
to make good tasting leftover dishes, and believe it or not there 


are such things. 


As the final hint, choose the less expensive foods for every- 
day meals and put the emphasis on good preparation and attrac- 
tive service. This makes it possible to splurge on Sunday or when 


company comes. 


Curdling Tip 


When a recipe calls for milk 
combined with an acid food, as 
in a combination of tomatoes 
and milk for cream of tomato 
soup or milk and an acid fruit 
juice for sherbet, add the acid 
food gradually to the milk, not 
vice versa, if you want to avoid 
curdling. ‘ 


Left-Over Use 


No matter how carefully you 
buy food, you'll occasionally 
have little odds and ends left 
over. Mix up bits of cooked 


meat and vegetables into a small 
stew or casserole dish and use 
a concentrated canned soup for 
liquid.

- adults. As soon as a child is 
feel secure, belonging to the 
family. ~ Once most. people 
_born he needs love, needs to 
. thought that just to keep a child 
’ busy answered his play needs. 
“Now we know that play gives 
a child opportunity to use his 
creative ability and resourceful- 
ness. Some parents rob their 


children ef needed guidance by 


paying too little attention to 
their play. | 

“The aim of good supervision 
is to help him learn to make his 
own choices, and have the fun 
and enjoyment of working things 
out. Supervision is necessary 
because children want the in- 
terest and help of parents. Par- 
ents should be careful in buying 
toys, and they are very impor- 
tant in a child’s life. They help 
them to get skills, and to under- 
stand new things. 


“When a parent tells his child 
‘to do a certain thing the child 
would like to know why. If the 
parent will take the time to ex- 
plain why he has to do a certain 
thing the child will be satisfied 
and will doit. This will help to 
prerare the child for an intel- 
ligent and responsible adulthood. 


“A family could have a prob- 
lem with their child who won't 
eat his spinach. The mother will 
promise him a penny if-he will 
eat it. She is giving him an 
artificial reward; and this re- 
ward will soon lose its meaning. 
For this reason parents should 
use a logical reward, such as if 
the child will eat his spinach he 
will be strong as his daddy. The 
same thing with punishment. 
Spankings .are artificial purlish- 
ment because they are not the 
logical consequences of undesir- 
able behavior.

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Carnegie Designs 
Habits for Nuns 


Fact is often stranger than 
fiction. Sometimes the things 
that happen to fashion design- 
ers are stranger than either. 

Hattie Carnegie, for example, 
has just completed what is prob- 
ably the most unique assignment 
ever undertaken by a ‘fashion 
designer in the history of the 
profession. She has designed the 
nun’s habit for the members of 
the Society of Christ, a group of 
Sisters from the Carmelite order, 
who have established a home 
for foundling children in Dan- 
ville, Va. — 

When Mother Theresa, Moth- 
er Superior of the group, heard 
that Miss Carnegie had designed 
uniforms for the Women’s Army 
Corps, she made a special trip 
to New York to enlist her help 
in solving the sisters’ problem of 
a suitable, functional habit 
which they will make them- 
selves from Miss Carnegie’s 
pattern. 

Mother Theresa explained 
that, contrary to popular belief, 
a nun’s habit is not necessarily 
a long flowing robe and coif. 
Originally, habits of each order 
were designed from the clothes 
of peasant widows of the period 
when the order was formed. 
However, when a nun is en- 
gaged in work outside of the 
convent, her habit must be ap- 
propriate for that work. The 
members of the Society of 
Christ must drive trucks and 
automobiles, care for babies and 
teach children. 

To meet these requirements, 
Miss Carnegie designed a habit 
that consists of a simple two- 
piece, ankle-length dress in grey 
wool with a gored skirt that can 
be reversed when the fabric be- 


gins to wear, easy set-in sleeves 
and simple round collar. Over 
this is a coat of heavy grey 
wool, cut in princess lines, with 
a Peter Pan collar and set-in 
sleeves. A small-brimmed grey 
hat with deep cloche_ sides, 
complete the habit. 

Mother Theresa pointed out 
that a hat was required instead 
of the customary coif and veil, 
since the sisters could not get 
their drivers’ licenses or feel 
safe driving their charges, un- 
less they could see both sides 
of the road.

He-.has been hanging around 
five years with no mention of marriage, due to his parents’ re- 
ligious bias, I am told. Who knows? Weekends he and Jane include 
me in outings, and mostly I pick up the check, making his dates 
almost expenseless. I think he’s stingy. | i& 

Jane no longer has friends, nor do any boys try to date her. 
‘She is pretty, intelligent; but has lost freshness and vitality. What 
to do? Last summer we visited relatives on the coast and she met 
a lad who fell in love with her; but he is just a farmer and she 
isn’t interested. I am sure she doesn’t love Sam, but would be 
frightened to have no beau. 

To bring this problem to a solution, I’ve thought of joining my 
folks on the coast, to live and work there—leaving Jane on her 
own here, to think things through and join me later if she so 
decides. I am 55, in good health, not showing age: and for this 
reason it is better to transfer now—if I am going. Do you think it 
advisable? I believe the voungsters would gain by family associa- 
tions on the coast; but I feel some hesitancy in making a decision 
affecting so many lives.

DEAR P. S.: As I get the picture, Jane poses a psychiatric 
problem to herself and you; and her neurotic futile involvement 
with Sam is merely one symptom of it. Previously she manifested 
other symptoms, I gather, judging from your references to her dis- 
couraging performance and poor marks.in school. 

Thus a move to the coast probably would not of itself solve 
anything, whether Jane follows along or stays behind. Of course it 
might bring Jane superficial temporary relief from tension, owing 
to the diversion of a change for her. But eventually her social 


difficulties would flourish again, like a thorny hedge, unless the. 


deep thrusting roots of her maladjustment are discovered and 
eradicated. 

The unconscious gist of your letter means that you are fed to 
the teeth with leechlike Sam, and you find Jane as inert as a lump 
of dough about helping herself to happiness. Consequently you'd 
like to flee their society in search of respite. But in trying to escape 
the emotional drag their frustrated alliance represents, you’d find 
it on your heart wherever you went, if you took to your heels in 
physical flight. So I think the sound reconstructive move, on the 
first round, is to enlist specialist therapy for Jane’s sick personality 
that has become a threat to your own welfare. 

In your great city you have a choice of first-class mental 
hygienists, as smart as any you'll find elsewhere. And if Jane 
balks at psycniatric treatment for the present, the intelligent way 
around that “block” is for vou to pioneer in that path yourself, 
absorbing some of the education-for-living that good psychologists 
provide. Any growth of insight in yourself, any shifts for the better 
in your attitudes, will automatically evoke corresponding relief 
from despair in Jane: and as her defenses relax, she will become 


consciously more interested in and receptive to the diagnostic help.

VATICAN CiTY, Sept. 30—(). 
Pope Pius XII called upon Catho- 
lics Sunday to close ranks and 
fight against mounting Communist 
assaults for the survival of civili- 
zation. The threats of a “definite 
and fatal war hover like a black 
cloud over humanity.” he said. | 

In messages broadcast to nation- | 
al eucharistic congresses in France 
and Switzerland, and to the “eu-| 
charistic days” of Madagascar, the 
Pontiff referred to the impending 
threats of a world war and to the 
Communist menace. 

In his speech to Catholics in 
Nimes. France. celebrating their 
15th national eucharistic congress, | 
the Pope said “there are no longer 
problems limited to the interests 
and the destiny of one or two 
nations, but universal problems, 
opposing one against the other 
formidable coaliticns whose clash' 
could cause the most disastrous 
consequences.’ 

In a second broadcast Pope Pius 
warned Swiss Catholics at their 
eucharistic congress at the abbey, 
of Einsiedeln, that should com-) 
munism win it would impose upon | 
humanity -an “anti-Christian and 
,anti-human rule,” worse than the) 
persecutions of the Roman em-' 
perors in the early centuries of 
Christianity. | 

Without naming communism 
directly, the Pontiff clearly refer-. 
red to its persecution and to its 
cruelty in both speeches. 

The pontiff urged Catholics to 
pray with him for peace and con- 
cord among peoples and nations, 
asking them to inspire their lives 
to the teachings of their faith.

Men in public office bribe and are bribed because they lack that 
absolute honesty which is the basic essential of good character. Self- 
seeking and unscrupulous persons are always after men in Office, 


most of the time just wanting to 


pay them to shut their eyes. For 


that reason honesty is essential in office holders if we are to have 
responsible and trustworthy government. Law enforcement officers 
and men in places of public trust all over this country have been 
lying to the Senate Committee, and everybody knows it. 


Television lights are brilliant 


but they do not frighten a man 


who aims to tell the truth and who knows he has nothing to cover up. 
Last summer I talked with a Presbyterian elder who had just run 


for governor against the political 


machine in his State. In speaking

| Everyday living must be shot through with Christian ideals if 
we are to rear a generation equal to the tasks before them. There- 
fore, “To your tents, O Israel.” The conflict is joined. Nor is the 
gravest danger beyond the seas. It is right here in the collapse of 


eonscience and character in every 


community of the land. 


We had better quit looking upon religion as something for women 


and children only. We had better 


quit patronizing God and looking 


upon His Church as something good, but not essential. Many Ameri-

9,287 Aged 
On Welfare. 
Rolls Here 


By BILL DIEHL 

In August, 9,287 persons in Ful- 
ton County received old age as- 
sistance from the Department of 
Public Welfare: Some of them 
were, up until two or three years 
before they reached retirement age, 
prosperous business and profes- 
sional people. 

Harold Parker, head of the Wel- 
fare Department, reveals that in 
many eld age pension cases, the 
pensioners were people of apove- 
average means. He said business 
reverses, sickness in the family 
and other unforeseen problems 
drained the budgets of these peo- 
ple, leaving them helpless when 
they passed working age. 

Old age assistance, 70 percent of 
which comes from tl Federal 
Government, 27 percen&from the 
state and only three percent from 
the county, is only a meager exist- 
ence for most old agers. The 
maximum grant is $50 a month. 
Average payment to pensioners is 
$27.88. In many cases aged people 
dependent upon the government 
for survival live on only this grant. 
NEW LAW TO HELP 

A new also help old 
agers as Welfare De- 
partment. The law requires chil- 
dren to assist in the support of 
their parents. The Department of 
Public Welfare then provides the 
difference between what the chil- 
dren supply and deficit in the 
pensioner’s budget. 

At maximum aid, howeyer, the 
average aged pensioners must live 
on less than $15 a month for food 
and only a little over $9 per month 
for shelter. At a- recent Welfare 
Board meeting, groundwork was 
laid to ‘ancrease the amount of 
money old agers may earn before 
their pensions are sliced. 

State law at present provides 
that old agers may earn only 
1S percent of the amount of their 
monthly grant. If a _ resolution 
passed by the County Board and 
forwarded to the State is adopted 
this month, the amount will be in- 
creased to 100 percent of the grant. 

To care for chronically. ill aged, 
the county also provides three in- 
stitutions, Battle Hill Haven, the 
Alms House and Rhodes Home for 
Incurables. Here too, “the County 
faces a problem. All are over- 
crowded and have long waiting 
lists, As a supplement, the county 
pays board to some 90 to 100 
homes for the old in the area. 
These convalescent homes in many 
cases provide only meager sus- 
tenance and few sanitary facilities. 
MANY CASES CLOSED 

New liberalization laws and a 
constant vigilance on the part of 
the department to keep unworthy 
pensioners off the books have re- 
sulted in an increasing number of 
cases being. closed. In August, 
348 grants alone were discon- 
tinued. But regardless of these 
factors and the new child-support 
law, in August, the county paid 
out more than $10,000 to old agers 
alone. 

Although problem is ade- 
quately met the Welfare De- 
partment, old age rolls in Georgia, 
Which are second highest in the

Georgia ranks second only to 
Louisiana, where last year eight 
out of every 10 persons over 65 
drew an average pension of more 
than $46. Texas, with five out of 
10 on old age rolls, paid out an 
average of $32.74 per case per 
month. ¢ 

Parker uses these figures as an 
economic guide. He claims that 
the high rate of old-age assistance 
in the deep South is an indication 
that economic conditions, especial- 
ly among farmers, are worse taan 
in other parts of the nation. Vir- 
ginia, last year, paid out only an 
average of $22 per month to one 
out of 10 people over 65 as com- 
pared to the high ratio in other 
Southern states. 

Parker’s’ solution to a never- 
ending problem of the aged, alone 
and fighting off starvation and 
sickness on the thinnest of budgets, 
ls a long-range plan within the 
family to prepare for old age. He 
contends that. saving, proper in- 
vesting and insurance against dis- 
ease are the only successful ways 
to defeat the annual old-age’ pen- 
sion problem.

Robert. F. Whitaker, superin- 
tendent of Emory University Hos- 


‘pital, said the allocation of part 
of Emory’s 320 beds to polio pa- 


tients was in response to a “great 
need” when polio incidence soared 
during the summer. : 

“After the first acute stage,” 
he pointed out, “the patient is 
admitted here so that doctors can 
determine the damage. Our De- 
partment of Physical Medicine 
works out a plan of treatrnent. 
Therapy is begun here, and par- 
ents are taught how to continue 
the treatment at home.” 


2,250 HOSPITAL BEDS 

He said Emory was co-operating 
with the Georgia chapter, National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
in operating its polio unit. 

Jesse Draper, chairman of the 
Georgia chapter, expressed hope 
more hospitals over the. state 
would begin admitting polio pa- 
tients. 

Atlanta has approximately 2,250 
general hospital beds. Hospital of- 


‘ficials have estimated that a city 


of its size should have 3,815 gen- 
hospital beds to serve the 
population adequately. 

All Atlanta area hospital super- 
polled reported they 
often had “waiting lists” of pa- 


| tients. 


Whitaker said the waiting list 


‘at Emory had been “longer than 
/usual” during the last month. 


He said acute cases were given 
consideration for space.” 
Non-emergency patients some- 


‘times cannot be admitted for sev- 


eral days. 
SHORTAGE EASES 

Edwin B. Peel, administrator of 
Georgia Baptist Hospital and pres- 
ident of the .Georgia Hospital As- 
sociation, said he believed the hos- 
pital bed shortage had “eased a 
little.” 

He said Georgia Baptist Hospital 
now has 209 beds and will have 
200 more about Dec. 1 when three 
floors of the new hospital building 
will be opened. 

He said another 150 beds would 
be available at Georgia Baptist 
Hospital early next year. 

Both St. Joseph’s Infirmary and 
Piedmont Hospital will have a 
greater number of beds when 
their new hospital buildings are 
erected. 

Sister M. Cornile, administrator 
of St. Joseph’s, said the hospital 
now has 150 beds. She said the 
new building which will be com- 
pleted in about two years will 
have an additional 175 beds.
